BELGIUM FACING A SPLIT 


Difference in Languages of Tha 


Nation Hay Disrupt It, 


It Ii eFared. 


NEW YORK. July 13.—Disruption 


of Belgium, like the disruption of 
Austro-Huugary and Ireland, is being 
seriously threatened by a violent out- 
break of language hostility 
between 


Walloon and Flemish 
populations. 


The split is so grave that Belgium is 
becoming a dual kingdom, divided by 
language-loyalty to Prance by one-halt 
of the population anr language-loyalty 
to the Teutonic races by the other 
half. 
The break in Ireland between 
the 


southern and northern counties is be- 
ing used by many Belgians as 
an 


argument for splitting Belgium into 
two areas, each prof easing7 loyalty to 
a single monarch, but otherwise In- 
dependent. 
The Flemish population 


of Belgium speak a language closely 
akin to Dutch. The Walloons speak 
French. French also is the language 
of all Belgian intellectuals, while 
Flemish is a provincial tongue, and ir 
tot in common use among the Flem- 
sh intellectuals themselves. 


The sharp division of culture and 


agriculture between the partisans of 
he Flemish and the Walloon lan- 
uages has increased the tension. The 
Hemish population declare an effort 
s being made to subordinate them as 
nferiors, to the self-patronizing Wal- 
oons. 


Another grave complication Is the 
act that during the war, whilev the 
Germans occupied Belgium, they en- 
ouarged the Flemish people by every 
possible means. In returns, 
Ger- 


lan propaganda among the

oldiers at the front was successful in 
many instances,

ealed by the allies at the time.

"It now takes 600 bushels of corn 


to by a wagon, and in that wagon I 
can see parks and boulevards, swim- 
ming pools and the other items of ex- 
pense that business men have careful 
calculated and added to the price I 
have to pay." 


Mr. Hall is convinced that In the 


end business makes the fanner pay 
all Its taxes. 


"How will you get a better price for 


farm products?" he was asked. 


"It isn't a question of price with 


the farmer,'* he replied. "It is a 
Question of the world of business 
flaying fair with the farmer. It makes 
no difference if I get 30 cents or $10 
a bushel for my wheat if the balance 
is properly adjusted between what a 
farmer gets and what he has to pay 
for what he must have."

Wls., oa business .and had occasion 
to take a good look at the state capi- 
toL He was Impressed with the be-

TEST RULING 
AS TO TAXES 


BUDGE EXECUTOB CHALLENGES 


DISTRICT COURT HOLDING. 


Asks Supreme Court to Say Whether 


Inheritance Taxes Must Be Paid 


on Church and Cemetery 


Bequests. 


The, Lincoln Trust company, exe- 


cutor of the estate of Charles H. 
Rudge, deceased, filed an appeal in 
supreme court Friday from a ruling of 
Judge Shepherd of the Lancaster dis- 
trict court that it must pay nearly 
$2,100 of inheritances taxes on be- 
quests to Wyuka cemetery an to Holy 
Trinity Episcopal church. 
- In his will Mr. Rudge set aside $25,- 
000 for the building of a chapel at 
Wyuka and $5,000 for the support of 
Holy Trinity church. The county 
judge held that the executor should 
pay $775 as inheritance taxes on the 
one and $1,361.03 on the other, cal- 
culated on the legal basis. 


The matter was appealed to the dis- 


trict court The executor sets up that 
Wyuka is a state cemetery and that 
the right of a state to take a bequest 
is not subject to taxation. With re- 
spect to the other its claim is that it 
is a religious organization that is not 
operated for profit. Both are exempt 
from general taxation. 


Judge Shepherd held that the right 


to transmit an estate is not a natural 
one, 
but one conferred by law upon 


the owners of property. It follows 
that the state has a right to impose 
whatever conditions it desires upon 
those who exercise this statutory 
right He said that so far as gen- 
eral taxation is concerned, there is no 
dispute, but that an inheritance tax 
is a special impost and not included 
within the general term of taxation. 
He cites other court decisions in sup- 
port of his holding that the state hav- 
ing exercised -the right to tax in- 
heriances itJBoes not ^necessarily fol- 
low that wfire the beneiteiary in-Hot 
subject to, general taxation lie-Is ex- 
empt from this special impost

BUT ROAD BAD 


FUNDS WEBE DISBURSED BUT 


WOBX NOT APPROVED. 


Boyd County Boad Not Completed 


Nor Maintained and Is Now 


Practically Ruined by 


Bains. 


Governor Bryan has investigated 


and arrived at the opinion that a fed- 
eral aid road in Boyd county has not 
been completed and the work not ap- 
proved. The road has never been 
turned over to the county because of 
incompletion, the county has thus 
been unable to maintain the road and 
it has been washed by rains and is 
impassable and in the face of all this 
the contractor has received pay In 
full for the work. 


He is informed it will cost as much 


to place the road in good condition as 
it did to built it, (the original esti- 
mated cost being '$71,000. The gov- 
ernor has as a result of inquiry di- 
rected Deputy Secretary Cochran of 
the department of public works 
to 


take up this matter with the contracor 
and have the road put in condition for 
travel, or to have the contractor sign 
an order for money due the firm on 
other work for an amount sufficient 
to pay the cost of placing it in condi- 
tion. 


The road is known as project 110. 


The firm of Peterson, Shirley & Guen- 
ther of Omaha were contractors on 
this project, according to records. The 
matter^ was Investigated by the gov- 
ernor 'on complaint of Mayor Devine 
of Lynch. The governor said the 
mayor told him the road had been 
impassable since last year and that 
the contractor had abandoned the job 
before completion, and the community 
was demanding relief. 


The governor said he asked the con- 


tractor if work had stopped for lack 
of, fmids. He was told that was not 
true and was further informed by the 
contractor that be .<be/lflved "-his flrm 
had receive* p%yrlk full, that thVdlvi- 
sion engineer had nqt .been satisfied 
witErihe work for soine reason not 
known to the contractor, and had not 
approved the work. The contractor 
was unable to teH how he was able 
to drawn pay in full when the work 
had not been completed. The depart- 
ment of public works investigated and 
reported 
that a small part of the 


work had not been completed, the 
division engineer had not approved, 
the road bad not been turned over to 
the county and therefore could not be 
maintained by the county, the con- 
tractor had quit the road had washed 
and it will require 
practically 
as 


much work to put it in condition as to 
build a new road. 


The governor said Former Secre- 


tary George E. Johnson's report Janu- 
ary 1 showed the federal government 
had paid $27.000 out of its share of 
$36,000 for aid on this project 


Governor Bryan says there is a de- 


ficit or $400,000 in the road construc- 
tion fund even if the federal govern- 
ment pays back to the state all the 
state has paid out for the government 
on road work.

Asks Habeas Corpus to Get Him Oat 


of Alleged Illegal Custody 


of Warden Fenton. 


James 6. V. Ingoldsby of Bryan. 


Texas, filed petition for habeas cor- 
pus Friday in federal district court, 
claiming he was being illegally con- 
fined at Lancaster by Warden Fenton 
and had no recourse in the state 
courts. Mr. Ingoldsby charges that he 
la held under ex post facto and re- 
troactive laws, and la deprived of bis 
liberty without due process of law. in 
violation 
of the fifth amendment to 


the constitution. 
He cites 
these 


grounds for his petition: 


That he is held In the Nebraska 


prison for a crime for which he was 
never tried in Nebraska or In tbe 
United Sattes. 
That offense of which he was con- 


victed carried a penalty of oae to ten 
years, and before he was sentenced a 
new law was passed, making the sen- 
tence ten years longer, and he wms 
sentenced under this measure. 
That his extradition 
from Texas 


was obtained by frand. 
That the supreme court of Ne- 


braska is powerless to give him relief, 
being sot competent thru ex post 
facto laws, and a habeas corpus writ j 
is the only possible means of obtain-" 
ing his freedom. 
Mr. Ingoldsby was convicted of 


forgery, having passed a $400 check 
to Talmage, drawn on a bank la Iow» 
and signed by an apparently non- 
existent person. The supreme court 
recently affirmed his conviction but 
made tbe penalty conform to the law 
under which he was tried This had 
the esTect of making him eligible for 
parole in one year instead of tea.

A SKIRMISH OVER TREES 


People Who With to Control Their 


Own Should Plant Them in

FURTHERMO RUHR 


Ignore Gentle Hint Given Them by the 


British Premier Thursday. 


ACT UNEXPECTED BY GERMANY© 


British Note to Berlin Awaited 


With Interest. 


WILL ALSO BE SENT TO ALLIES 


French Laying Stress on Portion of 


Speech Which Dwelt on Neces- 


sity for Cooperation Between 


the Allies. 


BERLIN, July 13.—Just as Germany 


was trying to figure out the advan- 
tages to this country forecast in the 
statement of British policy outlined 
by Premier Baldwin, news was re- 
ceived here today that French troops 
had advanced in Westphalia and oc- 
cupied Barmen. 


This city, an important industrial 


center of nearly 200,000 inhabitants, 
IB one of the most important in the 
Rhineland, and its seizure is a blow 
to Germany. It had been hoped here 
that France would desist irom further 
advances in view of the British state- 
ment.

LAS VEGAS, N.M.^July 13.—Carl 


C. Magee. editor of the New Mexico 
State Tribune, is to come before Judge 
David J. Leahy here today for final 
judgement on seven counts of con- 
tempt of court growing out of Magee's 
previous conviction on a charge of 
libel against Judge Frank Parker of 
the state supreme court. The maxi- 
mum sentence, 
according to Judge 


Leahy, is six months imprisonment 
and a fine of f 50 on each count in the 
citations, or a total of three and a 
half years and 1350 fine. 


Magee Is already under sentence of 


a year to eighteen months for alleged 
libel, and his counsel. Judge Richard 
H. Hanna, formely of the state su- 
preme court bench, stands convicted of 
direct contempt of court and faces two 
additional citations 
leading toward 


disbarment proceedings. 


"Regardless of the judgement of the 
court," Magee said this morning, "I 
shall continue to run my paper and I 
shall continue to expose rottenness in 
Saw Miguel county politics, or wher- 
ever else I flnd it." 


"The court in which I have been 
tried is dominated, as I have testified, 
by the Romero political machine, and 
the whole trial has been a travesty of 
justice." 


Four hundred persons jammed into 


a court room equipped to seat not 
more than 300 yesterday afternoon, 
lining the railing back of the lawyers 
enclosure ten deep. Applause at some 
of the answers of Magee to direct 
cross-examination, brought down the 
displeasure of the court. 


"If there is the slightest attempt to 


create a disturbance in the orderly 
process of the case," Judge Leahy 
said, "I shall clear the court." 


Magee has prepared a long state- 


ment to be read if the court grants 
him permission to speak before pro- 
nouncing judgement and sentence. ,

With thla testimony as a- 
basis and utilizing what she knew of 
the Vienna court, Countess Larlsch, 
who acted as go-between for the 
lovers in the early days of the liaison, 
hasyglven to the world a version of 
the tragedy, which is substantially as 
follows:

Count Baltazzi, the girl's legal guard- 
ian, who, up to that time, knew noth- 
ing of her liaison with the emperor's 
heir. 
Baltazzi and Waldstein went post 


haste to Mayerling and- succeeded in 
obtaining entrance to the lodge by 
telling one of the servants they had 
an Important message from the em 
peror. They found the lovers sleep- 
ing. 
Waldstein, in a* jealous 
fury 


fired at the girl, killing her instantly 
Rudolph, awakened by the shot, seized 
his revolver and killed Waldstein 
Then he fired at Baltazzi, but the lat 
ter dodged, grasped a champagne hot 
tie and smashed the archduke's skull 
The bodies of Waldstein and Marie 
Vetsera were interred in a conven 
nearby. That of the archduke was 
taken back to Vienna. 
That Is the story as told by Coun 


te»B Larisco. In the next installmen 
will be given what seems to be the 
first authentic account of the seen 
based on first-hand evidence.

The Hurdl* Ladder. 


"Roll 'em down the ladder, hoys! 


Everybody wins! Try your turn on 
the ladder!" This is the cry of the 
bunco man who operates the "hurdle 
ladder," and it invariably attracts a 
crowd of interested spectators, who, 
in turn, become enthusiastic players. 


The game is simplicity itself, and it 


looks just hard enough to be genuine 
-and just easy enough to tempt the 
player into rolling the ball down the 
ladder, which is depicted in the large 
illustration- A wooden ball is rolled 
down the incline and jumps from rung 
to rung until it finally comes to rest. 
Each section is numbered and the 
player receives a prize according to 
the value of the section whereon his 


I ing to locate the ball on one of the 
winning rungs, and many players will 
squander several dollars in fruitless 
efforts, with nothing but a pocketful 
of worthless "small prizes" to show 
for his expenditure. 
(The "small 


prizes" consist of collar buttons, tin 
whistles, etc.) 
The lack of success experienced by 


those who play the "hurdle ladder" is 
due to a peculiarity in the construc- 
tion of certain rungs of the ladder. 
The 
explanatory 
diagrams 
show- 


where the deception lies. It is obvi- 
ous that if the player is to win, his 
ball must come to rest on one of the 
rungs that forms 
the 
furthermost 


boundary of one of the winning sec- 


These rungs may be termed 


ball rests. 
Three or four of the sections, wnlcn 


are designated on a large chart (see 
illustration), 
pay 
"large 
prizes"— 


articles of recognized value. All the 
other sections pay "small prizes, 
which are worth considerably less 
than the dime the player spends. 


There is a keen fascination in try- 


tions. 
—~ 
the "winning rungs." 
In order to 


keep the ball from stopping on a win- 
ning rung" the operator has those 
rungs made with one side shaved 
down so that it is almost flat, instead 
of being rounded as are the normal 
rungs 
Only one side of each Vin- 


ning rung" is flattened, for a reason 
which will be explained later. 


The shaved side of each "winning 


rung" is uppermost, but its flatness 
cannot be noticed, due to the peculiar 
painting of the rung, which is some- 
times a jet black, but more often a 
series of lengthwise stripes. 
Thus 


the rungs are literally "camouflaged," 
so that they appear to be quite 
round. 
When the ball rolls down the in- 


cline it bounces from rung to rung. 
When it bounces on to one of the 
"winning rungs" to the flat side of the 
rung is unable to withhold it, and the 
ball slides over into the next section, 
where it stops on a "losing rung. 
Thus the player can never win. 


Some of the "hurdle ladders" are 


exhibited in this simple form. Most 
of them have the "winning rungs 
slightly loose, so that they can be 
turned round side up, as shown in the 
left explanatory diagram.

The house was almost solid for a

countrymen were 


packed In the dense mass but their 
voices were lost in a 
tumult that 


arose in the fifth 
round 
when it 


seemed that Willard 
was 
to win. 


Like a college rooting section at a 
football game, the huge crowd rose 
to its feet and yelled in rah-rah tempo 
—"Come on 
Jess, come on," when 


Willard cracked 
Firpo 
under 
the 


eye with a terrific 
left hand and 


knocked the South American 
stag- 


gering to the ropes. 


Age Is Against Him. 


That one punch was 
the nearest 


Wiliard came to victory. His own age 
and the youth of a powerful young 
savage were all against him and he 
wilted until his legs sagged beneath 
him and he had not the strength to 
continue even if his heart prompted 
him and his vanity spurred him to con- 
tinue. 
It was not one punch that sent the 


huge Kansan Jn a collapse 
to his 


knees 
after one minute 
and fifty- 


eight seconds of the eighth round. It 
was a barrage of vicious right bauds 
to the head and the body.

How Hebrew 
refuses have gath- 


ered from many lands to avail tin in- 
selves of the opportunities of life in 
the new world, and what they have 
Id-ought to contribute to ihe culture 
of th'- t'niteil States. ar<> ilie themes 
of an article by Harry Schnculennan, 
secretary of tho 
American 
Jewish 


Committee, in Our World just issued. 
Mr. Schneidermaii says in part: 


The story of the comiiiE; of Jews to 


America is not the least interesting of 
the dramatic episodes in the saga of 
the 'tribes of the wandering foot and 
weary 
breast.' ami an acquaintance. 


with it is a prerequisite for a just ap- 
priaal of the Rifts which Jews bave 
laid at the feet of Columbia. 


"We, 
too, had our pilgrim fathers. 


They were 
twenty-three in number 


and arrived at New Amsterdam on or 
about September 16, 1654. 


"Altho Jews came ill colonial times 


from many European countries, the 
bulk of the early immigrants were 
Sephardim (a Hebrew word, meaning, 
literally, 'Spaniards') who came either 
directly from Spain or Portugal, or 
after having gone from those coun- 
tries to Holland, 
England, 
South 


America, or the West Indies. 


"But 
they were outdone in enter- 


prise, thrift, and ambition, by their 
'pushing, thriving, and rising' breth- 
ren from Poland and, especially, from 
Geijmany, who began to come 
after 


Waterloo, due to the miserable eco- 
nomic conditions which then prevailed 
But the greac wave of Jewish immi- 
gration from Germany came after the 
unsuccessful revolution in 184S. 


"It is the German Jewish stock that 


has given America most of the Jews 
who are prominent in public affairs. 


"In 1880 the total Jewish popula- 


tion of the United States was esti- 
mated at 230,001'., it having 
grown 


from about 2,000 during the revolution 
6,000 in 1825 and 50,000 in 1S48. In 
1906 it was-a million and .a half, and 
today it is close to three and a half 
million. 


"The 
tremendous increase 
came 


after 1880 and was due to the Rissian 
government's policy to repress all ra- 
cial and religious minorities. 


"Today the United States harbor; 


about 3,600,000 Jews, about three per 
centum of the population. Of these 
close to 2,000,000 are native born. 


"The eastern European Jews have 


not contributed so many men of af 
fairs as have their German forerun- 
ners who had the advantage of them 
by a generation. 
But the 
former 


stock has contributed many promi 
nent musicians, artists, actors, song 
writers, journalists, sociological work 
ers and teachers. 


"The Jewish 
immigration unlike 


that of some of the other stocks, com 
prised individuals from every walk c 
life and from every stratum of intel 
lect and culture. The result has been 
that Jews have rapidly entered into 
all the activities 
which 
make up 


American life."

Eight Times What Others Gave. 
A recent compilation of the "bil- 


lions" contributed 
by the 
United 


States government and American cit- 
izens to the relief of the rest of the 
world during and since the war in- 
cluded immense sums loaned at in- 
terest. The total of our beneficence 
is sufficiently impressiv^ without in- 
cluding sums that should have no 
place in that category. For instance, 
it is stated that since the burning of 
Smyrna the United States has spent 
$18,000,000 in relief -work in the near, 
east. 
Of this sum ?5,000,000 repre- 


sented gifts of individual citizens, the 
remainder being distributed thru of- 
ficial or semi-official agencies such as 
the near east relier and the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. The total is report- 
ed to be eight times the amount re- 
ceived from all other countries com- 
bined. Asia Minor, Syria, Palestine, 
Armenia and Persia were the benefi- 
ciaries. In recognition of their efforts 
the Greek government has 
conferred 


the cross of St. Xavier, the highest 
civil honor, on one hundred members 
of the American relief missions. 


For a nation that is "rapidly becom- 


ing a hermit" and "holding itself aloof 
from peoples seeking its help," to em- 
ploy the expressions of some disting- 
uished statesmen, really this Is not so 
bad a showing.—Pittsburgh Chronicle- 
Telegraph.

You read and read a lot of protest over the fact that 


every session of congress and the state legislatures 
adds thousands of laws to the ones already on the 
books until it has become farcical to say that ig- 
norance of the law excuses no one. How widespread 
is this protest? If it is as strong a public sentiment 
as it seems, why does not congress and the sttae legis- 
latures start in to repealing laws? The tact that they 
do not do so, but keep adding new laws would seem 
to indicate that when it comes down to action it is 
found that there is nothing in the demand. 


If we did not mention it before, we will do it now. 


The new immigration law, which provides a certam 
quota only may be admitted from each of the \arious 
countries, bottomed on the number of those nationals 
now in the United States, is entirely justifying its pur- 
poses 
The records show that the north European 


countries, where the most desirable immigrants have 
come in the past, are sending their full quotas. Tney 
are more desirable than the south of Europe for the 
reason that they come as a rule to make their homes 
here and are more easily assimilated into our population. 


Newspaper readers do not pay much attention to the 


claims of the politicians with respect to savings in the 
cost of government. Tie reason is that most of them 
know that when any reduction is made it represents 
doing without something that we have hitherto con- 
sidered desirable. This is illustrated by the reduction 
in the cost" of road-building in the state. We are not 
getting roads built any cheaper now than we did last 
year; we are -simply building fewer roads. 
We are 


spending less for bank examiners, and that is why that 
department shows a cut. And so it goes. 


Sin is a violation of the law. If we are ill it is 


because unwittingly or carelessly we have violated the 
law of health in some respect, and the wages are being 
collected. The natural law is much more rigorous than 
the moral law. If we get into a tight place we can 
repent and be forgiven and start in anew. If we vio- 
late a natural law the penalty in suffering and pain is 
promptly collected. It isn't a question of repentance 
there. We may say never again, but meanwhile the 
payment is demanded. 


What has become of the man who predicted that 


following the war there would be a general turning of 
the people to the use of airplanes? Some astute busi- 
ness men who sized the situation up in that way lost 
a lot of men, as did some who were not astute but 
•who invested in stocks of the manufacturing companies^ 
Meanwhile the number of automobiles is increasing as 
never before. Men may be venturesome, but they seem 
to like to stick pretty close to mother earth when it 
comes to traveling.
